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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  19 63. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  extracts  from  the  main  body  of  the  Report, 

In  1963  the  population  of  the  area  increased  from  9*290  to  9,730  which  is  an 
increase  of  460. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  130  which  is  2  more  than 
the  figure  for  1962  (1961  -  139). 

The  total  number  of  live  births  in  the  area  for  1 963  amounted  to  174  which 
is  an  increase  of  6  on  the  1962  figure  (1961  -  106). 

The  number  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  who  died  during  the  year 

totalled  7  (1962  -  1,  1961  -  l). 

The  number  of  deaths  during  1963  from  malignant  neoplasm  of  lung  and  bronchus 
increased  to  3  (the  figure  for  this  in  1962  was  1  and  in  1961  was  5). 

Deaths  from  coronary  disease  and  angina  amounted  to  15.  (21  in  1962,  14  in 

1961). 

No  deaths  from  motor  accidents  were  recorded  during  the  year  (nil  in  1962). 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year  (1962  -  nil,  1961  - 
nil)  which  shows  that  care  in  food  handling  and  distribution  has  been  well 
maintained. 

As  this  is  my  last  Annual  Report  for  the  area,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Staff,  the  Cleric  of  the  Council,  and  the  Health  Visitor  for  their  co-operation 
during  the  past  number  of  years  whilst  I  have  been  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
the  Council.

During  1963  there  were  158  rainless  days. 

Increasing  flows  of  sewage  received  at  the  Westb ridge  Park  Pumping 
Station,  due  to  extensive  housing  development  at  Walton  and  extensions  to 
some  factories,  are  causing  overloading  at  both  the  Pumping  Station  and 
Pi rehill  Sewage  Works. 


The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  are  preparing  a  scheme  for  extension 
of  both  the  Pumping  Station  and  Pirehill  Works. 


Drainage 

The  detailed  supervision  of  all  drainage  works  has  been  continued  in 
connection  with  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  systems  and  also  of 
new  work. 

Pail  Closets  and  Septic  Tanks 

There  are  4  houses  with  pail  closets  and  30  houses  with  septic 
tanks  in  the  area.  The  pail  closet  emptying  service  was  maintained. 


Water  Supply. 

The  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for 
the  town.  The  excellent  bacteriological  quality  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year.  46  samples  taken  by  the  Board  were  satisfactory  in  all 
respects. 

20  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis, 

19  visits  v/ere  made  to  premises  in  connection  with  water  supply. 


Water  Supply  (Continued). 

New  supplies  during  1963  -  145  private  dwellings  were  connected  to  the 
mains. 

The  improvement  in  colour  and  palatability  of  the  supply  has  been 
maintained  during  the  year  except  on  one  or  two  occasions, 

5.  Refuse  Collection. 

Regular  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  been  maintained  during 
the  year  although  it  is  difficult  to  recruit  and  keep  staff  for  this  work  due 
to  the  attraction  of  better  rates  of  pay  and  working  conditions  in  other 
employment • 

The  expansion  of  the  district  and  longer  hauls  to  tipping  sites  outside 
the  district  continue  to  tax  the  efficiency  of  the  service,  especially  during 
bad  weather.  The  replacement  of  the  second  Karrier  side  loader  vehicle  by  a 
larger  compression  type  during  1964  will  further  reduce  the  number  of  journeys 
made  to  the  tips. 

Tipping  in  various  pits  at  Little  Stoke  and  White  House  Farm,  Cold  Norton, 
continued  during  the  year.  The  pits  at  Little  Stoke  being  sited  individually 
and  at  some  distance  from  the  highway  proved  to  be  expensive  in  time  and 
haulage  but  these  sites  were  the  only  ones  available  at  the  time. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  long  term  sites  at  Swynnerton  will  become  available 
in  1964. 

Salvage. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  paper,  containers  and  rags  has  been 
maintained.  Scrap  iron  and  other  metals  are  obtained  in  small  quantities  and 
salvaged  but  metal  containers  (cans)  are  not  recovered.

The  Council's  Slaughterhouse  Report  was  approved  by  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  December,  I960,  and  the  three 
licensed  slaughterhouses  have  been  brought  up  to  standard.

20.  Inspection  of  Food  Handling;  Premises. 

Frequent  routine  visits  have  been  made  to  all  food  premises,  with 
particular  regard  to  food  hygiene.  4  notices  were  served  to  implement 
the  requirements  of  the  Food  i$giene  Regulations  and  all  work  required 
7/as  satisfactorily  carried  out.  More  shops  have  installed  frozen  food 
cabinets  (display,  etc.)  and  in  general  a  good  standard  of  food  hygiene 
is  observed.
